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City closer to 
tearing down 
house on Logan

STANFORD 

Neighbors of a condemned 
house on Logan Avenue 
got one step closer to hav¬ 
ing the structure demol¬ 
ished last week, when 
Stanford City Council 
voted to ask for bids on the 
cost of demolition. 

Larry Nunemaker and 
others who live near the 
controversial house at 216 
Logan Avenue have been 
attending city council 
meetings frequently for 
months, pushing council 
members to take action 
because of the building’s 
appearance and the pests 
they claim live inside. 

“I’m afraid for the kids 
to go outside sometimes 
for fear of the rats, the 
snakes,” Nunemaker said. 
“Last summer, John 
Hester killed 72 snakes.” 

Nunemaker, who said he 
serves as an unofficial 
spokesman for the group 
of neighbors “because I 
talk a lot,” used to live in 
the house he now hopes to 
see tom down. 

“One of the reasons that 
I’m so particular about it is 
30 years ago, I lived there 
and it was, at that time, 
probably the prettiest 
house on Logan Avenue,” 
said Nunemaker, who has 
lived for a year in a Miller 
Street home that shares a 
border with the back yard 
of his old home. “When I 
would drive by and see 
that house — I don’t 
know, it just broke my 
heart.” 

After living in the 
Logan Avenue house for 
five years, Nunemaker 
said it was sold to its cur¬ 
rent owner, Florence 
Nailor, in the 1980s. 

Nailor now lives less 
than a mile away from her 
old home, on Herndon 
Avenue. She said she loves 
her house on Logan 
Avenue, which has histori¬ 
cal significance as the 
building where tickets 
were sold when trains still 
traveled through the mid¬ 
dle of Stanford. 

Nailor said many of the 
house’s problems stem 
from a bad roof, which

History rediscovered 

Genealogy service project revealing black graves forgotten for decades

JUNCTION CITY 
Jordan Wallace Jr. lived 29 
years as a slave, three years 
as a soldier and 71 years as a 
free man. 

Now, 75 years after his 
death — and 178 years after 
he was born — Wallace’s 
final resting place is being 
rediscovered, along with the 
graves of dozens of other 
African-Americans, in a 
small cemetery plot just 
inside Lincoln County that 
had seemed to be nothing but 
an overgrown forest for 
decades. 

“It’s very exciting to 
uncover things that have 
been hidden and invisible for 
so long,” said Cindy Peck, 
director at Eastern Kentucky 
University’s Danville cam¬ 
pus. 

Peck and a new student 
genealogy club at the satel¬ 
lite campus have been visit¬ 
ing what’s known as the 
Shelby City African- 
American Cemetery for the 
past three Saturdays, clear¬ 


ing away trees and under¬ 
brush as part of a volunteer 
service project. 

The cemetery, named for 
the community that used to 
exist in the area until around 
1926, was first used as a 
gravesite as early as the 
1700s and as late as 1952, 
according to those research¬ 
ing it. 

“I feel like Indiana Jones,” 
said Eric Howard, a sopho¬ 
more and a member of the 
genealogy club. 

Howard has been record¬ 
ing the GPS coordinates of 
graves in the cemetery. 

“It just seems like there’s a 
lot of history that has went 
unsaid back here,” he said. 

Peck said the service proj¬ 
ect turned into something 
much bigger after the club 
looked up the first grave they 
found, which belonged to 
Wallace. 

According to historical 
research, Wallace was bom a 
slave, eventually owned by a 
woman who was the niece of 
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Henry Payne, a facilitator at EKU’s Danville campus, carries cut 
logs out of a forested area of the Shelby City African-American 
Cemetery Saturday.

Cattle escape after

STANFORD — One per¬ 
son was injured the night of 
Nov. 6 during a three-vehicle 
wreck that let loose nine 
head of cattle outside the 
Stanford stockyards on U.S.

STANFORD — Kevin 
Higgins’ already trouble¬ 
some history with the law 
has moved into darker ter¬ 
ritory as DNA evidence 
now allegedly connects 
him to the rape and rob¬ 
bery of an elderly Stanford 
woman in June. 

Police Chief Keith 
Middleton 
confirmed 
last week 
that DNA 
evidence 
taken from 
a rape kit 
performed 
on the 92-year-old victim 
has been returned from a 
Kentucky State Police 
forensic lab as a match 
with samples of Higgins’ 
DNA. 

“It has come back posi¬ 
tive and we are proceeding 
with an indictment for 
rape and robbery that will 
be presented to the grand 
jury later this month,” 
Middleton said. 

Higgins had been in cus¬ 
tody on other charges but 
had to be released just 
days before the rape 
occurred because his case 
was not presented to a 
grand jury in a timely 
fashion.

As'privacy'meaning 
changes, so does 
its effect on the 
First Amendment 


Strictly speaking, privacy is 
not a “First Amendment” 
issue. It’s not one of the five 
freedoms protected by the 
amendment’s 45 words, and 
in some cases it even works 
in opposition to the practical 
application of those free¬ 
doms. 

The legal roots of privacy 
in the U.S. weren’t really set 
for the first time — except 
for the English concept of “a 
man’s home is his castle” — 
until a century after the Bill 
of Rights was ratified in 
1791, when future U.S. 
Supreme Court justice Louis 
D. Brandeis opined on “the 
right to be let alone.” 

But in our lifetimes — and 
more since just last June — 
privacy and its implications 
for First Amendment areas 
ranging from free speech to 
the freedom to assemble have 
taken on a new urgency 
prompted by government sur¬ 
veillance of the World Wide 
Web, phone calls and high- 
tech gadgetry. 

Beyond questions of how 
much does the government 
know about our individual 
lives through captured e- 
mails, online search logs and 
records of whom we tele¬ 
phoned, where and for how 
long, there’s the looming 
impact on whether we will 
feel free to speak our minds 
even in “private” moments, 
and whom will we be willing 
to be seen with? 

Now-infamous whistle¬ 
blower Edward Snowden 
about a week ago appeared to 
raise a “watchdog on govern¬ 
ment” defense for his disclo¬ 
sures of NS A surveillance 
activities — a claim long the 
province of journalists. In a 
letter given to a German law¬ 
maker, Snowden wrote that 
“Speaking the truth is not a 
crime” — a twist on the long¬ 
standing press defense to 
defamation: Truth is an 
absolute defense. 

Emerging drone technolo¬ 
gy — using unmanned aerial 
devices — creates a new 
debate over what’s private, 
what’s public, and what the 
public, press or government 
can leam from such devices. 
Commercial use of drones is 
expected in late 2015. If jour¬ 
nalists use drones to record 
huge swatches of information 
— say tracking the path of a 
fleeing bank robbers — will 
the granting of government 
permission to use public air¬ 
space lead to government 
demands in return for the 
“fruits” of such access, poten¬ 
tially turning journalists into 
inadvertent police inform¬ 
ants? 

Free expression and per¬ 
sonal privacy collide in very 
serious ways over a repellant 
tactic tagged “revenge pom,” 
in which one-time lovers or 
ex-spouses retaliate against 
former girlfriends or spouses 
who have sent them intimate 
and revealing photos prior to 
a breakup. 

California is the most- 
recent state to tackle the 
issue, but it criminalizes only 
images stolen from those who 
rightfully hold such pictures. 
In at least seven states, law- 
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makers intend to or have pro¬ 
posed stronger laws to make 
more kinds of “revenge pom” 
at least a misdemeanor 
offense. 

Those injured can now try 
to recover damages through 
civil lawsuits, on grounds 
such as intentional infliction 
of emotional distress — but 
that’s often costly and cer¬ 
tainly can be embarrassing. It 
may well be possible to craft 
a tightly focused criminal 
statute to punish former suit¬ 
ors who misuse revealing 
images sent in tmst. But First 
Amendment advocates say 
such laws will have to avoid 
unfairly restricting free 
expression through require¬ 
ments such as strict proof of 
criminal intent in posting the 
photos, and proof of actual 
harm to the person depicted. 

Sometimes, the free 
expression vs. personal priva¬ 
cy issue even veers into the 
unexpected. In 
Massachusetts, a lawyer 
argued on Nov. 3 that her 
client, a man charged with 
trying to take so-called 
“upskirt” photos of women in 
2010 in the Boston subway, 
was protected by the First 
Amendment. The lawyer 
argued such photos were 
legal if the camera did noth¬ 
ing more than capture “what 
he saw ... in plain sight.” 

A number of states have 
enacted laws against overt 
attempts to take such photos. 
But in the Massachusetts 
case, the lawyer said her 
client “did not place his cam¬ 
era directly up a woman’s 
skirt. He saw what was in 
front of him.” In doing that, 
she raised the possibility of 
photographers of all kinds 
being subject to prosecution 
for taking general pictures in 
public places. In an era in 
which nearly every cell 
phone is also camera, that’s 
not an esoteric consideration. 

It’s worth noting that priva¬ 
cy and the First Amendment 
can go hand-in-hand, some¬ 
times at a high constitutional 
level. In 1958, the U.S. 
Supreme Court voted 9-0 that 
the Alabama NAACP chapter 
had a right to keep private its 
list of members and staff in 
the state — foiling attempts 
by segregationists to identify 
and target its members. 

Perhaps the only thing 
clear today in these ongoing 
conflicts between privacy and 
free expression that we’re 
more “public” than ever — 
but that in dealing with nega¬ 
tive aspects of that reality, we 
need always to consider the 
not-always-obvious impact of 
proposed limits on First 
Amendment freedoms.

Federal farm bill could set ‘terrible 
conceal basic facts about agricultura 


precedent,’ 
operations

Families who live near or share 
waterways with large corporate farms 
or concentrated animal feeding opera¬ 
tions (CAFOs) have a critical need to 
know some basic facts about these 
operations. The public’s right to this 
information, however, could be 
stripped away by the Farm Bill cur¬ 
rently under debate in Congress. 

Negotiators from the House and 
Senate are currently meeting to try to 
develop a compromise between the 
House-passed version of the Farm Bill 
and what was passed by the Senate. 
Among the differences between the 
bills, the House’s version includes 
language that unnecessarily cuts off 
public access to basic information 
about livestock and agricultural opera¬ 
tions. 

We understand that the House’s 
intent in including the language is to 
make sure that the government does 
not release farmers’ personal informa¬ 
tion. But, there are two major prob¬ 
lems with the way that the House’s 
approach to this: one, the language 
ignores that the law already includes 
strong protections for personal priva¬ 


cy; and two, the language is so broad 
that it wraps up information about 
corporate farms with small farm oper¬ 
ations. 

Earlier this year the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) released the 
information of around 80,000 live¬ 
stock operations across the country to 
environmental groups. After hearing 
from affected farmers and members of 
Congress, the EPA determined that it 
improperly released personal informa¬ 
tion. The EPA asked that the 
requesters return the information and 
the requesters complied, agreeing to 
return the original documents and 
destroy all copies of the information 
in their possession. In other words, 
the EPA determined that existing pro¬ 
tections for personal privacy should 
have prevented them from releasing 
this information in the first place. 

Beyond being an over-reaction to 
the controversy surrounding the EPA’s 
actions, the House’s language sets a 
terrible precedent for extending the 
Freedom of Information Act’s person¬ 
al privacy protections to corporations. 
The House’s failure to define “own¬ 
ers” or “operators” means that the 
EPA will be required to deny the pub¬ 
lic access to not only small family 


operations but to large corporate oper¬ 
ations as well. In a recent Supreme 
Court case, FEC vs. ATT, the Court 
ruled that Congress never intended for 
corporations to enjoy such protections 
under the FOIA. To extend these 
rights to corporations would allow 
them to abuse personal privacy to 
escape public oversight and corporate 
responsibility. 

FOIA is built on the premise that if 
the public has a right to government 
records, particularly if there is a pub¬ 
lic interest in the information. The 
House’s language eviscerates the 
law’s promise of transparency by 
completely cutting off access to infor¬ 
mation that people might need to pro¬ 
tect the health and safety of their fam¬ 
ily and the broader community. House 
and Senate negotiators must not allow 
this harmful secrecy provision to 
become law.

An encouraging word 

We can overcome

For thirty-three years, an 
old plastic bag containing 
some smooth stones has 
occupied space in one of 
the drawers of my desk. 
Occasionally, I take that 
bag from the drawer and 
look at those stones. When 
I do so, I remember the 
time when, and the place 
where, I picked them up. 

On Nov. 14, 1970, the 
sabbath in Israel, after hav¬ 
ing lunch at a hotel in 
Ashdod, we went eastward 
to the Valley of Elah. 
When the bus stopped at a 
nondescript sort of place 
that looked to be nothing 
more than some bushes 
growing beside a dry 
stream bed, the guide told 
us that we were at a special 
place. “This,” he said, “is 
the place where David 
faced Goliath, and you are 
standing where David 
stood. The Israelites, were 
camped here on this side of 
the wadi, and the 
Philistines were camped on 
the other side of it. “ 

Most of us are familiar 
with that story. Goliath, the 
Philistine giant, defied and 
intimidated the Israelites, 


and no Israelite would 
respond. But David, a 
young man from 
Bethlehem who had come 
to the camp to bring sup¬ 
plies to his brothers, 
stepped forward and 
offered to accept Goliath’s 
challenge. Saul prepared 
David for the encounter by 
dressing him in a tunic, a 
coat of armor, and a bronze 
helmet. But David refused 
Saul’s offer, and, instead, 
chose five smooth stones 
from the stream bed. 
Then, he placed one of 
those stones in a sling and, 
against all odds, slew the 
giant. 

After listening to our 
guide relate that old story 
that is about three thousand 
years old, I went to the dry 
stream bed and picked up 
five smooth stones. Each 
time I take those stone 
from my desk drawer and 
look at them, I am remind¬ 
ed that almost every day 
we face intimidating cir¬ 
cumstances that seem 
insurmountable. But if the 
cause is right and we use, 
to the best of our ability, 
the resources that are avail¬ 
able, we can overcome.

You 
can no longer carry on a 
conversation, you are 
incontinent, unable to feed 
yourself and cannot 
remember to eat. Sound 
scary? Although this does 
not happen overnight, the 
advanced stage 

Alzheimer’s patient wakes 
up like this every single 
day. 

November is National 
Alzheimer’s Disease 
Awareness Month and it is 
important for individuals 
to be more aware of this 
disease. Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease is a progressive, 
degenerative disorder that 
attacks the brain, nerve 
cells, or neurons, causing 
loss of memory, thinking 
and language skills, as well 
as behavioral changes. 
According to the 
Alzheimer’s Association, 
Alzheimer’s disease is the 
sixth leading cause of 
death in the United States 
and the fifth leading cause 
of death for people 65 and 
older. This means that one 
in three senior citizens die 
with Alzheimer’s or anoth¬ 
er form of dementia. The 
Alzheimer’s Association 
has estimated that in 2013 
someone will be diagnosed 
with Alzheimer’s disease 
every 68 seconds and by 
2050, every 33 seconds. 
This means that approxi¬ 
mately 5.2 million 
Americans of all ages will 
be diagnosed with 


Alzheimer’s in 2013. The 
fact is any adult is at risk 
of developing this disease! 

“Everyone forgets some¬ 
thing every now and then 
such as people’s names, 
what they were going to 
say next, or where they left 
their keys,” says Betty Jo 
Holton, R.N, Behavioral 
Health Services at Ephraim 
McDowell Regional 

Medical Center. “There is 
a difference between typi¬ 
cal age-related changes 
and signs of Alzheimer’s 
disease. A person suffering 
with Alzheimer’s is unable 
to manage a budget or have 
a conversation. They mis¬ 
place items and are unable 
to retrace their steps to find 
the items. They may even 
forget what every day 
items are used for.” 

According to the 
Alzheimer’s Association, 
in 2012, 15.4 million care¬ 
givers provided more than 
17.5 billion hours of 
unpaid care valued at $216 
billion. Fifteen percent of 
those caregivers are long¬ 
distance caregivers, mak¬ 
ing support difficult at 
times. Most caregivers are 
family members. Every 
day, they watch a loved 
one struggle with everyday 
life. Most of the time, the 
caregiver has no medical 
training or experience in 
caring for someone with 
this debilitating illness. 

The Alzheimer’s 

Association website offers 
some valuable tips for 
caregivers. One of the first 
tips is for the caregiver to 
educate themselves about 
the disease. They encour¬ 
age the caregiver to read 
books, attend workshops 
and consult with health 
care professionals. Another 


tip is for the caregiver to 
avoid burn-out. Imagine 
having to take care of a 
parent every day without a 
break. The Alzheimer’s 
Association recognizes this 
and encourages the care¬ 
giver to take time for them¬ 
selves. To go out and exer¬ 
cise, enjoy a hobby, any¬ 
thing that takes them away 
from the everyday life of 
being a caregiver. There 
are many more caregiver 
tips available on the 
Alzheimer’s Association 
and Alzheimer’s 

Foundation of America’s 
websites. 

Caregivers are highly 
encouraged to join a sup¬ 
port group. Having others 
know what you are going 
through, experiencing the 
same problems and issues 
that you are having, as well 
as just being able to have 
someone to talk to who 
understands first hand is 
comforting. It helps to 
know you are not alone. 
McDowell Place of 
Danville holds an 
Alzheimer’s Support 
Group every second 
Sunday of the month 
(except in May, when it is 
held on the third Sunday). 
Caregivers can also use the 
internet as a source of sup¬ 
port and information. The 
Alzheimer’s Association 
website at www.alz.org 
and the Alzheimer’s 
Foundation of American at 
www.alzfdn.org are both 
great resources. 

Alzheimer’s disease is 
like any other terminal ill¬ 
ness, it robs the person and 
their family of time and 
dignity. It leaves a path of 
devastation in its wake. 
But there is help and there 
is hope. Although at this

was installed improperly by a 
contractor, who then disap¬ 
peared for a time and she was 
unable to track him down to 
make him fix his work. 

Over the years, Nailor said 
she suffered from medical 
problems and had to undergo 
brain surgery. 

“After I got sick, there was 
no way I could afford to do 
anything (for the house),” 
she said. 

Nailor said she began 
moving out of her Logan 
Avenue home in 2006, as she 
began to live with and care 
for her aging mother. 

Now that no one lives 
there, people take advantage 
of the empty house and steal 
things out of it continually, 
she said. Childhood toys, 
mementos brought home by 
her father from overseas, a 
glass china cabinet and an 
irreplaceable photo of her 
mother are just some of the 
items Nailor said have been 
lifted from the house. 

“They have tore my house 
all to pieces,” she said. “You 
just can’t keep people out of 
there.” 

Nailor said she doesn’t 
want to see the house tom 
down. She is in the process 
of selling the house and has 


an interested buyer who may 
soon purchase the property 
and begin restoring it. 

“I would really like for it 
to go back to the way it was,” 
she said. “I hate to see it go 
down because it was a beau¬ 
tiful house. I raised my 
babies in there and my first 
grandchild.” 

Nunemaker said he would 
prefer to see the house torn 
down and the lot cleared of 
the trees and bmsh that have 
filled the back yard. As long 
as it continues to stand, it’s 
negatively impacting the 
appearance of Logan 
Avenue, and bringing down 
everyone else’s property val¬ 
ues, he said. 

Stanford City Council and 
city Fire Chief Scott Maples 
have agreed with the group 
of neighbors that the house is 
dangerous. 

In a tight vote on July 11, 
the city council approved of 
Maples moving forward with 
a legal process that could 
lead to condemnation of the 
Logan Avenue house. 

Maples confirmed last 
week that the building has 
been formally condemned. 
City Attorney John Hackley 
said that means the city 
council can move forward 
with demolition as it sees fit. 

Councilman Mike 

Southerland motioned to ask 



for bids on the demolition, 
and his motion was second¬ 
ed. Southerland and council 
members Eddie Carter and 
Scottie Ernst voted “aye.” 
Council members Amy 
Hazlett and Tom Moser 
seemed to remain silent, 
voting neither “aye” nor 
“nay.” 

At the July 11 meeting, 
Hazlett voted for moving 
forward with the condemna¬ 
tion process; Moser voted 


against it. Both expressed 
concern over the cost of 
demolition and whether the 
city can afford it. 

The total cost of demol¬ 
ishing the Logan Avenue 
house and a second, burned- 
out house in another 
Stanford community was 
estimated at $15,000- 
$20,000 earlier this year. 

At last week’s meeting, 
architect Garlan VanHook 
said the city council could 


get an idea of how much the 
Logan Avenue demolition 
would cost by asking for 
bids. That would give the 
council an idea of whether 
the cost is within its means, 
he explained. 

“You’re making me happy 
with the fact that it’s moving 
forward and not standing 
still,” Nunemaker told city 
council members after last 
week's vote. 

Nunemaker said he and 


his neighbors will continue 
to attend city council meet¬ 
ings and keep pressure on 
council members to take 
care of the situation. They 
want the council to allocate 
some money for maintaining 
the landscaping along the 
street as well, he said. 

“We’re going every 
month on the beautification 
of Logan Avenue,” he said. 
“Not just that one house, the 
whole thing."

Higgins, 27, of 2047 Boneyville 
Road, was immediately identified as 
“a primary person of interest” by 
Stanford police in the June 15 incident 
after he was discovered asleep in a 
nearby home that had been burglar¬ 
ized. He was charged with several 
other crimes that day, but police had to 
wait nearly five months for the DNA 
evidence to be tested before he could 
be charged with the rape. 

The victim suffered life-threatening 
trauma and had to be hospitalized for 
bruising and loss of blood. 

Local law enforcement has had 
multiple run-ins with Higgins over the 
years, including several felonies, but 
he had not previously been charged 
with any crime as violent as rape. 

On March 20, Higgins allegedly 
stole a convertible from a Stanford 
man and led police on a high-speed 
chase that ended when he abandoned 
the car in a Moreland subdivision and 
battled with the officers attempting to 
take him into custody. He was arrested 
on charges of theft more than $500, 
fleeing police and assault of a police 
officer. 

Higgins pleaded not guilty to those 
charges and had a preliminary hearing 
in Lincoln District Court, where his 
case was handed up to a grand jury for 
possible indictment. But that case was 
not presented to the grand jury within 
60 days, as required by law, and he 
was released from custody in early 
June, just a few days before allegedly 
going on another crime spree on June 
15 that included the rape and robbery. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Eddy 
Montgomery finally brought the 
March case to a grand jury in July, 
when Higgins was indicted for theft 
more than $500, fleeing police, 
assault of a police officer and three 
counts of being a persistent felony 
offender. 

He has remained in the Lincoln 
County Jail since his arrest on June 
15. 

Last month, Higgins was indicted 
for one count of first-degree burglary, 
two counts of theft by unlawful taking 
and three counts of being a persistent 
felony offender in connection with 
crimes that allegedly occurred on 
June 15. When the grand jury meets 
again on Nov. 22, it appears likely 
Higgins will be indicted for first- 
degree rape and robbery.

Crace said she has some basic ideas about 
how she will use the content, but is keeping 
an open mind and hoping to learn a lot. 

The training program will be held through

Ephraim McDowell and the niece- 
by-marriage of Isaac Shelby, 
Kentucky’s first governor. Wallace 
saluted Abraham Lincoln more 
than once as a black soldier during 
the Civil War. He was present at 
Appomattox Court House when 
Lee surrendered to Grant. And he 
lived on to witness World War I 
and beyond during his 103-year 
lifetime. 

“At that point, I was completely 
hooked,” Peck said. “Every person 
in this cemetery has a story and it’s 
just fascinating.” 

Including Wallace, at least seven 
graves in the cemetery belong to 
black people who served in the mil¬ 
itary during the Civil War, World 
War I and World War II, according 
to information from the genealogy 
club. 

Many other graves apparently 
belong to family members of those 
military men. 

Others from around the Lincoln 
and Boyle communities have been 
pitching in or offering to help 
revive the 2.5-acre plot near the 
end of Short Acres Road on the 
edge of Junction City. 

The genealogy club is getting 
help from nearby landowner 
Danny Browne, the Boyle County 
Genealogical Society and EKU 
faculty members as they clean up 
the land and research the graves. 

The Lincoln County Sheriffs 
Office, the Kentucky Heritage 
Council and Lincoln County 
Property Valuation Administrator 
David Gambrel are among others 
who are helping or may help in the 
future with the project. 

Gambrel officially rediscovered 
the cemetery about eight years ago 
as he was out performing his annu¬ 
al property assessments around the 
county. 

What might have looked like 
nothing more than an overgrown 
patch of forest to anyone else set 
off alarm bells for Gambrel, who 
said he’s been looking at land in 
Lincoln County for so many years 
that “you kind of get a sense for it.” 

After figuring out the land had at 
one time been used as a cemetery, 
Gambrel exempted it from proper¬ 


ty taxes as a way to give it a little 
protection through recognition. 

“How can we protect a cemetery 
if we don’t know it’s there?” 
Gambrel asked. “Identifying the 
cemeteries is the first step.” 

Historical African-American 
cemeteries are rare and are also the 
“most vulnerable” to dilapidation, 
Gambrel said. 

That’s not due to a lack of caring 
from living family members, but 


largely because there was no eco¬ 
nomic opportunity for black people 
in the area, which forced many to 
move away, he explained. 

Gambrel, an avid Lincoln 
County historian, identified eight 
of the graves on his own after dis¬ 
covering the cemetery. 

Boyle Genealogical Society 
President Mike Denis is part of the 
effort to revitalize the cemetery 
grounds and said he has been dig¬ 


ging through Boyle County death 
records to connect them with 
graves. 

As of Saturday, a total of 72 
graves had been identified, he said. 

After tapping other sources, like 
pre-1911 death records available 
from Smith-Jackson Funeral 
Home, Denis said he expects to 
identify more than 100 graves in 
the cemetery. 

Boyle County Genealogical 
Society member Barry Sandbom 
said while the presence of the 
cemetery had been known for sev¬ 
eral years, the extent and impor¬ 
tance of the graves inside it is just 
now being revealed. 

“When I first saw this, I just 
could not believe it,” he said. 
“They (the graves) have been in the 
dark too long. Now they get to see 
the sun.” 

Peck said there are clusters of 
family members buried together in 
the cemetery, which means living 
descendants could be reconnected 
with large pieces of their family 
trees. 

“We would very much like to 
contact any living descendants of 


the people buried here because I 
am sure that the families have no 
idea,” she said. 

As progress continues on clear¬ 
ing the overgrown land, Peck said 
it’s becoming easier to see where 
the rows of graves were originally 
laid. 

“There are all these patterns 
emerging and that’s great for our 
students,” she said. “It’s been a 
great learning process so far for 
them.” 

There seems to be a lot more left 
to learn — the full extent and histo¬ 
ry of the cemetery is still largely 
unknown. 

Research by those involved and 
interviews with neighbors suggests 
the cemetery originally extended 
further to the south than the current 
2.5-acre plot. Short Acres Road 
was likely constructed on top of 
part of the cemetery, splitting it in 
two, she said. 

Two military headstones for sol¬ 
diers from World War I and World 
War II appear to have been moved 
from their original graves in order 
to allow for construction of the 
road, Peck said. 

Peck hopes the genealogy club 
can raise money to use ground-pen¬ 
etrating radar and find more graves 
on the other side of the road. 

Researchers believe it’s possible 
the cemetery began as a black 
cemetery for slaves that worked at 
the home of Isaac Shelby, 
Kentucky’s first governor. 

Peck said this is possible because 
the cemetery is located on a 
straight line and just a short dis¬ 
tance from the Shelby estate. But 
that idea has yet to be confirmed, 
she added. 

Whatever the origin of the ceme¬ 
tery turns out to be, the genealogy 
club seems intent on making sure 
the history held in its soil doesn’t 
disappear again. 

Peck said the club is keeping 
track of how many volunteer hours 
are contributed to the project in 
hopes it can secure a grant to put up 
a fence around the cemetery that 
could help protect it for a long time 
to come. 

“These people had very little 
control over their lives in life,” she 
said. “They deserve better in 
death. They deserve their dignity.”

Third time not the charm as Black Bears put away Patriots 44-7

BAXTER — In each of 
the past two seasons Lincoln 
County has made the long 
trip to Harlan County and 
come away with a loss. The 
Patriots hoped for a better 


outcome on their third trip to 
the mountains, but it was not 
to be. 

For a half, it appeared as 
though Lincoln, which had 
been thumped by Harlan in 
the first two meetings, had a 


shot at redeeming itself. 

The Patriots trailed just 
18-7 at halftime, but Harlan 
thwarted their challenge 
with a 26-0 second-half 
scoring surge to defeat 
Lincoln 44-7 at Coal Miners 


Memorial Stadium in the 
first round of the Class 5A, 
Region 4 playoffs. 

“Our kids competed 
tonight,” Lincoln coach 
Mike Settles said. “It’s hard 
to say that when you look at 


the final score, but I think 
the first half shows how far 
we’ve come and how much 
we’ve learned these last two 
years because (last year) it 
was 38-0 at halftime, it was¬ 
n’t even competitive. This 
year we were more competi¬ 
tive. Getting outscored by 
Harlan the second half, they 
just do what they do. They 
are very good offensively 
and defensively, and they 
just took control the second 
half.” 

Harlan (8-3) had to punt 
away its first possession of 
the second half, but went 4- 
for-4 the rest of the way to 
set the Black Bears up for 
what became a lopsided vic¬ 
tory. 

Carson Whitehead, who 
rushed for 165 yards and two 
touchdowns on 12 carries, 
capped off a five-play drive 
midway through the third 
quarter with a 9-yard scoring 
run. Fred Massey, who bull¬ 
dozed his way through the 
Fincoln defense for 198 
yards on 19 carries, scored 
from the 3-yard line on the 
fifth play of the Black Bears’ 
next drive. Then quarterback 
Scotty Bailey, who was 7- 
for-8 for 125 passing yards, 
hit Cole Wilson for touch¬ 
down passes of 52 and 22 
yards in the fourth quarter to 
put the game away. 

Harlan finished the night 
with 535 yards on offense, 
including 410 rushing yards. 

Fincoln (5-6) had little 
opportunity to answer the 
Harlan scores in the second 
half, as the Black Bears’ 
defense shut the Patriots 
down. Lincoln, which had 
just 165 yards offense for the 
night, was held to 40 yards 
in the third and fourth quar¬ 
ters.

FEXINGTON 
Somewhere between the 2- 
mile and 3-mile markers of 
the Girls’ Class 3A KHSAA 
State Cross Country 
Championships Saturday, 
Morgan Gourley found her¬ 
self in an unfamiliar situation. 

Competing against the best 
cross country runners in 
Kentucky, Gourley was 
falling further and further 
back in the pack. 

A four-year veteran of the 
state meet, the FCHS sopho¬ 
more has repeatedly lined up 
at the start against athletes 
from cross country powers 
like Assumption, Daviess 
County, Sacred Heart 
Academy and DuPont 
Manual. While she has yet to 
make the medals ceremony, 
Gourley has always run true 
to form at the final meet of 
the season. But not this time 
around. 

Gourley, who finished 
110th last year and was 
ranked 119th going into the 
2013 competition, had her 
slowest time of the season 
Saturday, completing the 3.1- 
mile course at the Kentucky 
Horse Park in 22 minutes, 
38.19 seconds to finish 165th 
out of 235 runners. 

While splitting her time 
between cross country and 
soccer cost her some training 
time this season, Gourley 
said it was illness and not 
conditioning that hampered 
her in the Class 3 A state run. 

“I was just, like, sick,” she 


said. “I had sinus problems 
and I had drainage in my 
throat, and that made it hard 
to breath. I was struggling 
with my breathing the more I 
got into it (race).” 


Gourley showed no signs 
of any illness in her pre-race 
runouts and her warm-ups, 
and she said she felt good for 
the biggest part of the race. 
But as she headed into the 


third mile, Gourley’s breath¬ 
ing became labored and she 
found it harder to keep pace. 

“I was doing really good, I 
thought, at the first (mile) and 
the second because I was 


where I wanted to be. But 
then about the third, after the 
hill, it just went from there. I

couldn’t breath and I kept 
falling back,” Gourley said.

Last year’s Class 3A run¬ 
ner-up, Whitney O’Bryan of 
Daviess County, won the 
state individual title with a 
time of 18:09.00. Madisyn 
Peeples of Bowling Green, 
who was the top-ranked run¬ 
ner going into the race, fin¬ 
ished second in a time of 
18:18.95.

Marvin Robinson, who led 
Lincoln with 90 rushing 
yards on 11 carries, brought 
the Patriots’ fans to their feet 
in the second quarter when he 
sprinted 56 yards to the end 
zone to make it 18-7. And 
Settles had hoped to build on 
the momentum swing when 
Lincoln got the ball to start 
the second half 

But the Patriots couldn’t 
take advantage. On the third 
play of the opening third- 
quarter drive, Harlan’s Josh 
Lee jumped up to pick off a 
pass by Lincoln quarterback 
Dalton Godbey. 

“We had a lot of momen¬ 
tum and I felt like getting the 
ball first the second half was 
huge,” Settles said. “We 
talked about how important 
that first drive was and then 
we drive down and throw the 
interception.” 

Lincoln’s offense was 
going nowhere fast in the 
third quarter, with each of the 
first three possessions ending 
with interceptions.

on opportunities that we had, 
and that cost us in the end, 
because this is a game of 
momentum.” 

“Give credit to Harlan. 
They are good defensively, 
and we knew that,” he said. 
“They played some good 
teams this year and shut some 
teams down. At the same 
time, we were a pretty good 
offense. They just didn’t give 
us very much time to do 
things offensively. It was dif¬ 
ficult to get anything going 
offensively.” 

Harlan led from start to fin¬ 
ish, although Lincoln seemed 
destined to score first after 
recovering a pooch kick by 
Boone Baird on the opening 
kickoff at the Harlan 3 5-yard 
line. Lincoln got as close as 
the 10 before the drive 
stalled, and a 28-yard field 
goal attempt by Baird was 
wide right.

Time for fall nutrition tune-up 


The seasons are chang¬ 
ing whether we are ready 
or not. As we close out 
the growing year, it is an 
important time to assess 
management items which 
will impact cow herd 
nutrition and perform¬ 
ance. Let’s consider four 
important nutrition man¬ 
agement tips: 

1. It is not to late to 

forage test your hay sup¬ 
ply. Nutrition programs 
are based on forage qual¬ 
ity. Without a forage 
analysis winter, supple¬ 
ment strategies are based 
on guesses and costs. 
Both underfeeding and 
overfeeding have costly 
impacts on your cow 
herd’s performance and 
profitability. Bottom 
line: one of the best ways 
to cut corners is to forage 
test and supplement only 
what is necessary. We 
can help you get your hay 
tested by the Ky. 
Department of 

Agriculture for only $10 
per sample. 

2. Assess the nutrition¬ 
al status of your herd 
today. The best snapshot 
barometer of nutritional 
status is to body condi¬ 
tion score your cow herd. 
Fall calving cows should 
be at a condition score of 
five to six at calving. 
Spring calving cows will 
be thinner as calves are 
weaned this fall. Post 
weaning is the most effi¬ 
cient time to add weight 
and condition to thin 


cows. First and second 
calf heifers are typically 
the ones requiring the 
most TLC. Some stock¬ 
piled forage of two to 
three lbs/hd/d of corn 
gluten feed are both 
effective and economi¬ 
cal. Bottom line: 
Objectively evaluate the 
condition of your cow 
herd to make strategic 
management and supple¬ 
mentation decisions. 

3. Stockpiled fescue 

will hold most of its 
nutrient content until 
January. Strip grazing 
stockpiled forages has 
been demonstrated to 
increase efficiency of 
forage utilization. 

Restricting access to 
stockpiled forage will 
reduce selective grazing 
while still meeting cow 
nutrient needs. Allowing 
cows access to larger 
areas will allow cows to 
consume better quality 
forage than they need and 
trample residual forage. 
Bottom line: Stockpiled 
forages are a valuable 
resource, use them wise- 

ly- 

4. At some point dur¬ 
ing the winter, supple¬ 
mental feed is usually 
needed. Are you pre¬ 
pared to purchase and 
store it in an economical 
fashion? Have you done 
your shopping and 
preparation in advance? 
These items vary a great 
deal with size and scale 
of an operation. This 


could be pickup or trac¬ 
tor trailer load amounts. 
Storage options could be 
limited to bags for a 
small operation or a 
commodity shed or bin 
for a large one. The ques¬ 
tions for all situations: 
are you supplementing 
what you need and are 
you buying it as cheaply 
as possible. 

Unfortunately, you need 
to have a handle on point 
(1) above to answer the 
first question. The sec¬ 
ond question really 
relates to the protein or 
energy needs and pricing 
your options based on a 
pound of TDN or crude 
protein. The other item 
that holds true for feed¬ 
ing cows is similar to 
feeding the family, you 
pay for convenience. 
There are many supple¬ 
ment options and choices 
available, substituting 
labor for convenience is 
one way to potentially 
reduce costs. Bottom 
line: When supplement¬ 
ing, do so wisely and 
economically. 

As we look ahead into 
late fall and winter, these 
considerations now can 
save time and money 
later.

Homegrown by Heroes goes national 


A Kentucky initiative to 
identify farm products pro¬ 
duced by veterans will 
become a national brand, 
Kentucky Agriculture 
Commissioner James Comer 
announced on Veterans Day 
at the Frazier History 
Museum in Louisville. 

The Farmer Veteran 
Coalition will administer the 
Homegrown by Heroes pro¬ 
gram on the national level. 
At Monday’s announce¬ 
ment, the Farm Credit 
System announced a 
$250,000 commitment to 
fund the national program. 
U.S. Sen. Mitch McConnell, 
U.S. Reps John Yarmuth and 
Andy Barr, and Louisville 
Mayor Greg Fischer all 
spoke in support of the pro¬ 
gram. 

“From the day we started 
Homegrown by Heroes, it 
was my intention to take it 
national so it can benefit vet¬ 
erans from every state,” 
Commissioner Comer said. 
“Today, I am pleased to 
announce that intention is 
becoming a reality with the 
help of our generous part¬ 
ners. This is something we 
in agriculture can do to show 
our respect and appreciation 
for our military veteran 
farmers across the United 
States.” 

The Farmer Veteran 
Coalition, based in Davis, 
Calif., helps veterans devel¬ 
op careers in agriculture 
through collaborations of the 
agricultural and military 
communities. 

“The veterans we work 
with have served their coun¬ 
try twice — once by defend¬ 
ing it, and now by feeding 


it,” said Michael O’Gorman, 
executive director of the 
Farmer Veteran Coalition. 
“When Kentucky became 
the first state to honor them 
for that service in the mar¬ 
ketplace, we were anxious to 
see every farmer veteran in 
America get that same 
recognition.” 

“Many of the men and 
women who serve proudly 
in our military come from 
America’s rural areas and 
small towns,” said Everett 
M. Dobrinski, board chair¬ 
man for CoBank and direc¬ 
tor for the Farm Credit 
Council board. “The Farm 
Credit System has a mission 
to serve rural America. By 
supporting the expansion of 
the Homegrown by Heroes 
effort, we hope to increase 
economic opportunity for 
those veterans who choose 
to return to agriculture and, 
in doing so, help our rural 
communities thrive.” 

Farm Credit’s contribu¬ 
tion to the Farmer Veteran 
Coalition’s Homegrown by 
Heroes program was made 
possible by the generous 
support of Agribank of St. 
Paul, Minn.; AgFirst of 
Columbia, S.C.; CoBank of 
Denver, Colo.; and Farm 
Credit Bank of Texas, based 
in Austin. 

“I have the honor today to 
be the proudest Kentucky 
Proud farmer,” said 
farmer/veteran Michael 
Lewis of Berea, director of 
Growing Warriors, which 
helps veterans get started in 
farming. “The Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture 
has, and will continue to, 
create opportunities for fam¬ 


ily farmers in Kentucky. 
Now, with this partnership, 
that opportunity is going to 
cross borders and create eco¬ 
nomic opportunities for 
farmer/veterans in other 
states, and for that, I am 
exceedingly grateful.” 

Commissioner Comer 
launched Homegrown by 
Heroes in January as a brand 
that identifies agricultural 
products produced by 
Kentucky military veterans, 
providing an incentive for 
consumers to buy those 
products and for retailers to 
stock them on their store 
shelves. 

“Eve never seen anybody 
clean up a mess and get on 
offense and come up with 
new and effective things to 
do faster than Commissioner 
Comer,” Sen. McConnell 
said. “I’m here basically to 


salute you, Commissioner, 
for the great job that you are 
doing and thank all of our 
veterans, particularly those 
who are going into agricul¬ 
ture, for all you do.” 

“With this partnership, we 
are ensuring that 
Homegrown by Heroes 
extends beyond the borders 
of Kentucky and beyond my 
time as agriculture commis¬ 
sioner,” Comer said.

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Safety is not all fun and games

If you are shopping for 
toys this holiday season, 
remember to keep safety in 
mind while looking for the 
perfect toy. Thanks to the 
efforts of the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission 
(CPSC), toy safeguards are 
making a positive impact in 
keeping dangerous toys out 


of the marketplace. Even so, 
injuries related to toys con¬ 
tinue to occur. 

Follow these tips when 
shopping for toys for the chil¬ 
dren on your shopping list: 

•Choose toys that are appro¬ 
priate for the age of the child 
you are shopping for. 

•Use the age and safety 
information label printed on 


the toy as a guide when shop¬ 
ping. 

•Make sure toy instructions 
are clear. 

• If buying riding toys 
(bicycles, skates, scooters), 
always include safety gear 
such as helmets and kneepads. 

•Do not buy items that pose 
a choking hazard, such as bal¬ 
loons, marbles, small balls 


and toys with small remov¬ 
able parts. 

•Avoid buying items that 
can cause strangulation, such 
as items with long strings or 
cords. 

•Do not buy items with 
sharp edges and points. 

•Avoid purchasing toys that 
shoot small objects or include 
parts that fly off as they can 


cause serious cuts and eye 
injuries. 

•Make sure crayons and 
paint sets are labeled non¬ 
toxic. 

•Throw away plastic pack¬ 
aging once a toy has been 
opened. 

It’s also important to pay 
attention to toys that have 
been recalled. You can find 


a list at the CPSC website, 
www.cpsc.gov. In addition, 
toys designed for older chil¬ 
dren should be kept out of 
the hands of younger sib¬ 
lings and friends.
